With the big exception of California — 
where more than 700 people are now in 
■ prison under “three atnkes” sentences — 
thi^ laws are seldom invoked a year or more 
ahet taking eCTect, The Associated Press has 
found. 

Some states do not track their “three, 
strikes” cases. A few ore barely dry on the 
pt^: Arkansas' took ciTect in late July while 
South Carolina’s Stotts Jon. 1. 

■But Washington state eases totaled just 33 
-nearly two years after passage of a law «- 
pected to bring in 40-73 a year. And by mid- 
. September, in Colorado, N^orth Carolina and 
Tennessee not a single person hod been incar- 
cerate unda their “three strikes" laws, offi- 
cials' reported. Wtscoasih bad one, Indiana 
fewcrtl^IO. 

Gcorgio's nine-month old “two strikes" 
netted one lifer. The federal government in- 
voked its own "three strikes'! law ond got five 
convictions. , 

This isn’t what mony voters envisioned 
when they demanded action on crime. Since 
Washington voters gave an enthusiastic nod 
to a 1993 ballot measure making theirs the 
first “three strikes” state, 17 other states have 
enacted such laws; Alaska, Mossaebusetts 
and Tennsylvonia will consider them soon.

The laws' difTermarkcdly, state to state. In 
foci, they might be more accurately called 
"two, three or four suikes" lows. 

Some allow parole. Not oil ore mandatory. 
And the criminals they aim to snare range 
widely, from just about any felon in Califor^ 
nta to the lone category of sex offendm who 
prey oa children in Texas. 


In North Carolina, said Colon Willoughby, 
prosecutor for Wake County, the law is so 
narrowly written it omits such violent crimes 
05 ntmed muggings, armed assault on a police 
officer and sex abuse of a minor. 

Willoughby just saw what looked like his 
state 's fiist potcntiol “three strikes" defendant 
skip boil. *rhe man was feeing trial for at- 


tempted murder after previous convictions 
for manslaughter and armed assault. 

“The ordinary citizen on the street may. 
have expected it tb'be applicable to lots of 
folks,” Willoughby said. 

For instance, “it’s not usual to convict 
someone three, times for violeot rape... Those 
people tiuit commit those types of crimes ore. 
not likely to be paroled” in the first place, hd 
said. , . ; . 

Said Pamela Lattimore, a prp^om manag- 
er at the National Institute of Justice, the U;S. 
Justice Department’s, reseoreh arm; "What 
people don’t undemond is that most of the 
horrible offenders get long sentences any- 
way." ’ 

. Indeed. long before politieions used "three 
strikes” to pilch justice with a baseball slo-. 
gtm. most sutes already had habitual offender:; 
laws that stiffen penalties with each new con- 
viction. 

That explains Colorado's lock of use for it^! 
“three strikes” law, occording to Bonnie 
Benedetti, Etehvtf assistant district attorney. 

“We already hod on habitual criminal sys^^ 
tern in place,” Ms. Benedetti said. “We used 
that with good success. We may well get very 
lengthy prison sentences (for repeat offend-; 
ers) before they get all the way to ‘three 
^kes, and you’re oul’ "

It is 
ironic that such a {iroposal comes from a 
Congress sworn to bringing government closer to 
the governed. More important, the bill expresses 
a narrow and chauvinistic conceptiop,af what it 
means to be on American. Oh this point, the pn> 
posal is unequivocal: “It has been the longstand- 
ing national belief,” it maintains, “that full citi- 
zenship in the United States require fluency in 
English." 


In such a statement, the bill's framers display 
an astonishing ignorance.of the history of U.S. 

.. language policy. Early patriots such.us Benjamin 
■ Franklin argued that one of the languages of die 
Eplightenmcnt -■ Hebrew, Greek or French 
' 'should supplant English in the colonies as a snub 
to the British. Alexis de Tocqucville found the 
rich variety of English and other languogcs spo- 
ken in America to be one of the new nation's 
.most democratic, Units. ... 

Since the 1960s, decisions in Congress, state 
legislatures and the courts have supported bilin- 
gual educatiCn programs and the use of bilingual 
ballots for non-English speaking citizens. 
Embracing the linguistic diversity of American 
society, mther than prescribing a single national 
standard, has been the real “long-standing notion- 
al belief.” 

Americans must think seriously about the rela- 
tionship between ethnicity, citizenship and ' 
national identity. We nccd'only look to our 
neighbor to the north to sec how difficult ond 
painful the task can be. 

But unilateral and ill-conceived initiatives 
such as the Roth bill, offering platitudes about 
American unity while ignoring the challenges 
of American diversity, arc a clear step back- 
word.

Lawmakers 
question 
engineering 
at Boise State 

LEWISTON (AP) — Some Idaho 
legislators question whether the 
state can afford a Board of 
Education consultant’s call for ere- ' 
alion of a Boise State University 
engineering school separate from 
' the University of Idaho. 

Thc consultont's report also colls 
for establishment of a separate fund 
to strengthen the University of 
Idaho’s engineering college and 
opens the door for expanding Idaho 
State University’s general engineer- 
ing program. . 

"I don’t'sec anything wrong with 
iheir pion-if they'fund it,” said state 
Rep.' James Lucas, R-Moscow. “But • 
I don’t think they are going to get it 
funded.” 

Sen. Marguerite McLaughlin. D- 
Orofino. said she does not believe 
the board’s consultant took into 
consid^tion the state's finances. 

“We can’t support what we have 
now,” McLaughlin imid. “One (uni- 
versi^) is going to suffer one way 
or the other with the way finances 
are in the state of Idaho. We arc 
pretty tight with revenue.” 

Although consultant Aimes 
McGuiness did not anach price tags 
to his recommendation,, he said- it 
was important to avoid defining the 
engineering issue as a “zero sum 
gnpio” because issues rarely are 
■ resolved when approached that way. 

“Most states n<^ both accessible, 
regionally sensitive engineering 
programs in their growing metro- 
politan areas os well as the strong 
graduate and undergraduate educa- " 
tion. research and outreach capacity 
of the state's majoc research univer- 
sity.” McGuiness wrote in his 
report.- ' 

The reconunendation caught Sen. 
Jerry Thome, R-Nompa, by surprise 
on Friday. 

“I think we already have an engi- 
neering school," said Thome, who 
led on unsuccessful charge to fimd a 
separate Boise State engineering 
college dn the legislative budget 
committee lost winter. 

Instead, legislators gave $2 mil- 
lion to the University of Idaho and 
Boise State for a significant expan- 
sion of their cooperative Boise engi- 
neering program. 


Water donations aid flows^ 


BOISE (AP) — Water levels in 
the Payette River downstream from ’ 
Black Canyon Dam will remain 
higher this fall to help fish, thanks . 
to the efforts of western Idaho irri- 
gators and the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation. 

The federal agency, two irrigation 
districts and thm irrigation compa- 
nies have donated about 6,000 acre 
feet of water stored in (Cascade and.. 
Deadwood reservoirs for release into 
the Payette River, the Departnlcnt of 
Water Resources said Friday. 

Besides the Bureau of 
Reclamation, those involved include ’ 


the Black'Conyon Irrigation District, 

' Emmett Irrigation District,' Farmers 
Co-op Irrigation Co., Lower Payette 
Ditch Co. and Noble Ditch Co. - 

The extra water will be used to 
help keep river flows below Block 
Canyon Dam at a minimum of 500 
efs, Water Resources said. 

Historically, river flows below 
Block Canyon Dam at this time of 
year' begin to drop to less tht(h 500 
cfs due to a sharply reduced need to 
supply water downstream for-irriga- 
tion. Lost year in Late September the 
flow below the dam fell at onb point , 
to about 230 cfs.

Fossil fields are rich treasure 
for Minidoka fourth-graders

I The walls of the canyon are strewn 
with shards of sedimentary rock - 
dome olfjWhich contain the fossils of 
marine plants and onimals that thrived 
when the area was part of a great 
inland sea millions of years ago - os 
the childr^ learned. 

I The. children are students in the 
core program of Discovery, the 
Minidoka County School District’s 
' ^ed and talented education service. 
The core program serves students in 
the fourth through sixth grades who 
l^ve scored in the top five peroaii on' 
dt. least two intelligence, creativity or 
o^emic achievement tests. 
..Sufuirvlsing the trip were Molta 
geology and paleontolo^ enthusiast 
Jfiui^ Bennett, 62, and gifted and 
rioted program teachers Karen 


Christenson, 48 and Mary Null, 60. 

The. trip was the Discovery core 
students* first meeting of the year, 
Null said. 

“Everybody con flf)d at least four 
kinds of fossils,*' Bennett told (he - 
children as they gathered their gloves, 
notebooks and collection bags on the 
bus that had carried them 15 miles 
east of the Yale Rond exit on 
Interstate 84.

RUPERT — After 1 1 years of serv- 
ing only intellectually and academi- 
cally gifted students, jhe Minidoka 
County School Dlstric't's Discovery 
program is.branching out. 

This year, the gifted and talented 
education program added Karen 
Christenson; 48. to double its staff. 
Christenson and Maty Null, 60, the 
othCT Discovery program teacher, wijl 
spend a lot of time in regular class- 
rooms; away from their core students 

- who have tested in the top" five per- 
cent on at least two academic achieve- 
ment. creativity or intelligence tests. 

- “It’s on ocknowledgmcnl of the 
need of all students for enrichment - 
providing lessons in a little more 
dqith and breiuith than would normol- 
•ly be encounteml in the classroom — 

. with an emphasis on new and unique 
areas.” Christenson said. 

In theory, Christenson ai^ Null, 
who teach their core students during 
ihrce-hour sessions only three days a 
week, have more time tbaii regular 
teoehm to prepare in-depih, hands-on 
lessons, Christenson said. 

Christenson recently went to 


Bclliston Brolhera Apiaries in Burley 
to Icam first-hand about bees. She 
then brought softie bees and hands-on 
activities to third-grade classrooms in 
Heybum and Paul and taught the stu- 
dents what she’d learned.' . 

As in their core students’ weekly 
three-hour sessions, Christenson and 
'Null will emphasize thinking skills 
in some of their classroom visits. 
For example; they 'Will teach stu- 
dents the dipcrcnce between conver- 
gent thinking, which seeks to answer 
a problem for which there is one 
correct answer, and divergent think- 
ing, where a number of answers are 
useful. 

These lessons will emphasize 
analysis, synthesis and evaluation of 
information rather than recall and 
comprehension, Christenson said.

> lar place to meet - and with two 
teachers, they’ll get more individuol- 
attention. 

Gifted and talented educ^ation has,, 
often been criticized hs^tist.

School Board this ywf“by .the dis- 


trict’s Advisory Committee for 
Gifted and Talented Education. 

'The expansion of services to the 
regular classroom is not a reoction to 
that criticism, Christenson said. 

The classroom visits by gifted and 
talented teachers arc being offered 
because the program now has more 
resources and because all students 
con benefit from enrichment, 
Christenson said. * 

■ She and Null say it’S'lmportant to 
devote resources to gifted children. 

“(The core program) is not a 
reword program, and it’s not a merit 
program. It’s because some students 
have special needs that may not be

Christenson said.

Mass grave found in Bosnia; 
Serbs expel more Muslims 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Hcrzcgovina 
(AP) — A mass grave filled with 540 
"bodies was uncanhed in northwestern 
Bosnia after government forces rccap- 
tured the area from rebel Serbs, 
Bosnia’s prime minister said 
Saturday. 

It was unclear whose bodies were 
in tlic grave, but they were believed to . 
be Muslims and Croats killed by 
Bosnian .Serbs, said Prime Minister 
Haris Silajdzic. 

The discovery coincided with word 
of the latest ethnic expulsion by 
Bosnian Serbs: the driving of almosr 
500 Muslims from anothcr.Serb*held’ 
town under government attack. 
Expulsions have picked ufii'itoross 
Bosnia as a peace deaJ that'wp^d sep- 
arate ethnic groups grows ijpre likely. 

Violence against civilians' hos'becn 
one of the hallmarks ofthe;fbur years 
of war in the Balkans, buftales.of hor- 


ror have grown more intense in recent 
months as sharp battlefield shifts .have 
sent Muslirns, Croats arid Serbs' alike 
fleeing for safety. 

Mass graves are “a grim reality that 
we will be facing-while .liberating. 
Bosnia-Herzegovina," Silajdzic told 
The Associated Press. 

He said experts were examining fee 
bodies found in Krasulje, near a major 
road junction about 90 miles north- 
Vvest of Sarajevo. i

In bailing out the family farm, Elaine 
Martin discovered an unusual career

. JEROME - On the wall of 
Elaine Martin’s ofTicc is a mes- 
sage poster. ■ 

CC - A' ttitude is a little thing 
Zm that makes a big dif- 
J. .^ference/' it reads. 

When Martin founded her com- 
pany, a positive attitude was just 
about all she had. 

Ten years ago, Martin was 
' -working out of her living room, as 
a sometime consultant to farmers." 
' Today, she is president and CEO 
of Alexander-Martin, Inc., a 
guardrail installation business 
^ith S3 million in annual gross 
sales. 

. Martin’s path to success has 
been rocky. Most of the way, she 
said, she battled sex discrimina- 
tion. 

The year was 1972. Martin and 
husband Terry, both raised in 
Jerome, were moving back to their 
hometown.' Thcy had been racing 
sled dogs in Alaska when they were 
beckoned back to help run Terry’s 
parents’ cattle ranch and farm. 

“We moved an old $500 house to 
the back side of the family farm and 
bought a few more acres on time 
payments," recalled Elaine Martin, 
who didn’t completely abandon 
sled dogs for farming. “We also 
built our keiuiel into a world doss, 
140-mcing-slcd-dog kennel." 

Four international gold medals 
" and three world championships lat- 
; cr, the Martin family (which now 
.included sons Justin and Tory) dc-. 
cided to retire fh)m rdcihgl 

Terry Martin concentrated on 
Turming the Jerome ranch and de- 
veloping a. truck sales business 
called Circle T Trucks. Elairie 
Martin focused on earning a livirig 
in d male-dominated career. 

For a while, she set up shop u a 
private consultant for Idaho Land 
Development Projects. But then 
came the agricultural recession of 
the early 1980s, and the Martin 
- farm was doing so poorly that the 
family jieeded rhore money than 
. she could earn at the desk in her 
living room. 

' “1 was looking for a career op- 
portunity that was not so depen- 
dent on Idaho’s farm economy," 

' she said. “My brother suggested 
that building fence and running a 
_ construction compony was just an- 
‘ other form of management. He 
forgot to mention that I would be 
'woriting 24 hours a day, running 
. the office at ni^t and managing 
field crews during' the ^y.” 

Mditin was used to^hard work. 
As a child, she had earned her 
own money for Girl Scouts and 4- 
, H by selling greeting cards and 
' newspaper'subscriptions. When 
she got her first car, she landed a 
job at a local radio station, scrub- 
bing floors. After she graduated 
from Utah State University (where 
she worked 10 to 3d hours a 
week), she taught business and 
home economics in Idaho and 
Alaska for four years. 


But the construction business in 
the mid-1980s was a new trail to 
blaze. No one was anxious to let a 
woman in, Martin reealled, no' 
matter how hard she worked. 

“A man with no construction 
experience was perceived to know 
more construction technique be- 
cause of his .gender,” Martin said. 
“So, batiks that had known me for 
years refused to discuss venture 
capital, and an insurance ogent 
who had known me my whole life 
said 1 was not bondable." 

one was rude or 
1^^ crude," she said. “It 
X ^ was just silent dis- 
crimination.’’ 

Eventually, Martin was forced 
to borrow her start-up money 
from her mother, Claribcl Jackson 
Prince of Jerome. It took her three 
years to pay back the $25,000. 

“Owners thought I would walk 
off in the middle of a job or cost 
them money," Martin exploined. 
"One owner threatened to fire an 
estimator fOr giving me a job.’^ 

This mode Martin even more 
determined to succeed. 

She .studied the market and 
wo^ed in the fields with the men, 
lining 100-pound rail and pound- 
ing pails 10 hours a day. She en- 
listed the help of her family. In ad- 
dition to her husband and teen-age 
sons, her brother and, his wife 
worked in the fields, too, building 
fence around the state. Sometimes, 
family members "^cre bunking 
down hundreds of miles apart. 

Nevertheless, in 1986, Martin 
was able .to chalk upjml^$X3>Q.Q(l , 
in sales. It would be three 'more' 
years before she would be able to 
take any wages at all. 

Then, from a surprising source, 
Martin got some help. 

“I joined the AGC (Associated 
General Contractors) of Idaho, 
and they, were my biggest help,” 
Martin said. “Across the nation, 
women and the AGC haven’t got- 
ten along, but in Idaho, they have 
mentored o lot of us." 

As far os Martin knows, she 
was the first woman member of 
Idaho’s AGC. Today, she is a 
member of the board. 

Soon after she joined up, she 
explained, men started saying, 
“Hire her; she can do the job." 

I n 1995, Mojtin'noted, it’s not 
quite that difilculi. 

“During the last 10 years, things 
have changed,” she said. “Now, 
many companicsj'activciy.seek 
women for loons ond bonds.- but 
it still isn’t cosy, you do have to 
go through the hoops." 

In 1987, Martin approached 
Jess Alexander of Alexander Con- 
struction in Nampa with an offer 
to work with him on larger jobs. 

In February 1989, the two became , 
partners. 

Today, Martin handles the bid- 
ding- oind operations management 
for Alexander-Martin ([when asked 
why her name isn't first, she says, 
“Alexander comes before Mar-

tin”). Alexander oversees field su- 
pervision and equipment distribu- 
tion. Ilia arrangement woiks well.

And 
in 1994, Martin was nominated 
Avon’s Woman of the Year. 

She's just served a term as 
chairwoman of the Owner’s 
Council, National Association of 
Women in Construction, ond she’s 
been executive director of the Ida- 
ho Water Rights Development As- 
sociation and the Idaho Carey Act 
Development Association. - 

At age 49. Martin still works 
out of an ofTicc on the family form 
in Jerome. But her office now has 
a TV, a VCR and computers. And 
Martin bias three employees work- 
ing with her and up to 30 workers 
out in the fields. Her two sons 
work with their dad in the family 
trucking business. 

On Martin’s desk is h white 
hard hat, polished to a sparkling 
shine. Her company currently 
covers four states. 

Martin especially enjoys bid- 
ding on new jobs, she said (“the 
challenge of bidding still gives me 
a natural high"), but she’s finally 
thinking about developing some 
hobbies, too. 

This year, she took up scuba 
diving. , . 

Martin may be in the fencing 
business, but she's not about to let 
anyone fence her in.

Babies are hungry. Mothers have milk. 

It makes breast feeding sound so easy. . - * 

Here are some things to look for and try during the first days 
of breast feeding to ensure that your baby gets off to a healthy 
start. 

• Breast feed atTeast eight times every 24 hours, allowing 
the baby to sleep up to five nours at night. 

• Nurse at least five minutes on each breast and nurse each 
breast at each feeding. 

•' Make sure the baby Is properly attached on fts,side, 
turned toward you and level with the breast. 

• Drink eight to. 10 glasses of liquid — not caffeine — a day. 
And eat the healthy diet you ate while you were pregnant. 

• Rest. 

• The most reliable sign that baby Is getting enough milk is 
six'wet diapers a day. (Use cloth to be sure.) Also, bowel - 
movements change from dark to yellow and there are several 
movements a day If your baby is healthy and getting enough 
ml/k. A well-fed baby will rest quietly or sieap'for a taw hours 
after nursing.

* Q. If I make average earnings, how much can 1 
eatpect from SmuI Security when I retire? What’s the 
avenge Social Security retirement benefit? 

A. The amount of your benefit would depend on 
your annual earnings averaged over your working 
life. A person who made average earnings will 
receive a benefit that will replace about 42 percei^t of 
his or her prc-rciircmcm earnings. The overage 
monthly Social Security benefit being paid to a 
retired individual in 1995 is $698. 

Q. My husband was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent and I was severely disabled. I've used up all my 
money in medical bills. I've sever worked undCT 
Social Securiw, and at age 28, am too young too 
apply for dinahii^ widow's benefits. But a ftiend said 

I may be eligible for Supplemental Security Income 
disability benefits. They explained that SSI is for 
people who are 65 or older, or blind, or disabled with 
low income and few assets. Although I don't have 
any income, I do own my home. Would I still be eli- 
gible? 

A. To be eligible for SSI benefits, Sociol Security 
docs NOT count everything you own when wc decide 
if you get SSI. We don’t count your home and many 
of your personal belongings, and wc usually don’t 
count your car. To apply for benefits or for more 
information, call Social Security ot l-800-772rl213.

Washington wine sales hit 
double-digit growth rate 


ENEL leads way in vehicle research 


YAKIMA, Wash. (AP) — Sales of 
Washington wine increased at o rale 
more than 10 times the national aver- 
ogc over the past year, with a double- 
digit sales increase — II percent — 
for the third consecutive year. . 

"We’re making good wine,” said 
Simon Siegl, executive director for 
the Washington Wine Commission. 
“Consumers are finally figuring it 
out,” 

Washington wineries sold 6.9 mil- 
lion gallons of wine during the fiscal 
year that ended June 30, -according to 
statistics compiled by the Washington 
State Liquor Control Board. 

In comparison, California, ihe- 
nadon’s largest of 44 wine-producing 
states, sold 317 million gallons of 
wine lost yiaf, a 5 percent increase 
over the previous year, according to 
the Wine Institute in San Francisco. 
New York is second, followed by 
Washington. 

Sales figures for New York were 
not avatlflbIe_Thursday. . _ 

Washington wines far outshone the 
national average for wine sales, udiich 


increosedjust 0,9 percent during 1994. 

“The growth for Washington wines 
has been consistent all along, except 
when we’ve had a small crop because 
of bad weather," Siegl said Thursday. 
"It’s just a nice steady march." 

Nearly all of Washington wineb’ 
sales growth was in national markets, 
which iiMcased 19 percent over last 
year. In-state soles volume did not 
change. 

"I think we hit a plateau in rales in 
Washington," Siegl sold. "There ore 
so many other regions coming into 
this state and they're taking the low 
price point positions to scour the bot- 
tom. ...It’s cost us rales growth." , 

Washington wineries are having 
trouble competing with the low prices 
some foreign wines ore selling at. 
Siegl said.

Southeast Asia turns eyes to sky for eclipse

HANOI, Vietnam — From bacj<- 
water villages in Vietnam to the 
Cambodion ruins of Angkor Wat to 
fortune telleis' dens in lliailand. sci- 
tcnlisls, travel agents and tourists ore 
eagerly awaiting o total eclipse of the 
sun next month. 

The first total eclipse over 
' Southeast Asia in 42 years will occur 
Oct. 24, moving from India to the 
South China Sea. Above India the 
eclipse will last about 49 seconds; 
above Southern Vietnam, the best 
viewing place, just over two minutes. 

But with hundreds of tourists and 


astronomers expected in towns unac- 
customed to such a fuss, preparations 
have been under way for months. 

“Hotels are overbooked and the 
flights are full," said Luzi Matzig, 
who manages a Bongkok-bosed 
tourism agency that is arronging 
eclipse trips to Angkor Wat, the Icg- 
endory- IChmcr temples built between 
the 7th and 1 1 th centuries. 

' In Bao Loc, a highlands hole-in- 
tbe-wall four hours north of Ho Chi 
Minh City, dozens of fomilics were 
busy last month ottempting to turn 
homes into mini*hotc]s.

TV miniseries character at root of Brazilian dispute

RIO Dp JANEIRO. Brazil — A 
greedy, corrupt and lascivious 
preacher in a popular miniseries on 
Brazilian television bears a strong' 
resemblance to Bishop Edir 
Macedo, the country’s most famous 
evangelist. Mocedo’s followers ore 
furious. 

The miniseries has been airing 
weeknights'on TV Globo, the net- 
work that dominates Brazilian 
television. Now, a smaller net- 
work, owned by Mneedo’s 
UmvcrsoI’Churefi bribe IGngdorri'

Analysts say the clash is evidence 
of a power struggle between a 
media giant that represents Brazil's 
Establishment, traditionally Roman 
Catholic, and o rising socio-reli- 
gious force that is challenging tradi- 
tion.

Mariel Batista is portrayed as a 
seducer and blackmailer who lives o 
life of luxury by exploiting his fol- 
lowers for money. Globo insists 
thot “Decadence" is strictly fiction, 
but Batista's physical appearonce 
and mannerisms closely resemble 
those of Nf&cedo. And some of 
Batista’s lines echo Macedo’s com- 
ments during a 1990 mogozine 
interview.

Greek paper shows 
preinier’s wife topless 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — As the 
sniping accelerates in Greece’s politi- 
cal succession struggle, the premier’s 
opponents have started backing up 
their potshots with snapshots. 

For the past few days, an Athens 
daily has been plastering topless pho- 
tos of Premier Andreas Papandreou’s 
wife on its front page in an effort to 
drive him from ofTice. 

The Avrinni newspaper says 
PapaQdreou,.tbe 76-year-oId bead of 
the Socidist Party and dean of Greek ‘ 
politics, is being manipulated by his 
40-yeor-oId wife, Dimitra, and should 
resign. 

It opposes Mrs. Papandreou's 
political ambitions and has used the 
revealing pictures ofher to embanass 
the couple into withdrawing from 
politics. 

Avriani, a onetime Papandreou 
booster, has doubled its street sales, 
but it is unlikely to achieve its politi- 
cal aim. 

The same pictures appeared in 
Athens’ conservative press in 1988 
— with no opporent effect on 
Papandreou — when his affair with 
the former Olympic Airlines otten- 
dont made headlines. The couple 
morried in 1989, after Popandreou 
ended o 38-yeor-oId mamage with 
his American-born wife, Margaret. 

Yet the photos have nevertheless 
angered the premier, who demanded 
that critics lay ofThis wife. 


“Dimitra has become the target of 0 
brutal and unprecedented attack in 
the Greek press and by various- 
groups and.organizaiions. It is.a dis- . 
grace. It is cowardly," he said in a 
televised news conference this 
, month. 

"They want to hit me? ‘Here I am. 
Hit me!” 

Popandreou, who reportedly is in 
ill health but has vowed to rtmioin in 
charge of his party, says he will sup- 
port his wife if she decides to enter 
politics. 

She has nude several highly publi- 
died appearances without her hus- 
band recently, inaugurating art 
exhibits and visiting earthquake vic- 
tims With high-ranking government 
officials in tow. 

Mrs. Papandreou also has presided 
over .Cabinet meetings to plan cultur- 
al festivols, and seems intent on por- 
traying herself as a political fi^re, 
although she has declined to say if 
she will run for parliament. 

“I have not ^t spoken," she said* 
recently. 

Critics in Papandreou's party argue 
that his wife does not have the cre- 
dentials to hold a seal and fret she'll 
steal the thunder from others in. the 
party[ .

We spoke in Polish at 
bis campaign headquarters in Warsaw. 
“Fninkly, I did rxK expect that we would 
r^ain power within a few years.

Consider these facts in the recent po- 
litico] life of Eastern Europe: 

• Poland. Jozef Oleksy, once a sec- 
reti^oftheCehtralCommittee of the 
Polish Communist Par^, beoime prime 
minister last March. His labor minister, 
Leszek Miller, also is a former secretaiy 
oftheCMtml Committee. IfKwasniew- 
ski wins the presidency, Oleksy may 
well remain as prime minister, thus giv- 
ing former Communists control of both 
the executive and legislative branches. 
• Hungary. G)mla Horn, the country's 
last Communist foreign minister in 
1989, was elec t ed prime minister in the 
summer of 1994. The leftist coalition 


led by his Sodaliri (ref orm^ Cornmu- 
riist)Fhily woa72poce^ in par- 
li^ent hi Hungary, the prune mlni.s- 
ter exercises total power, while the 
presidency is largely synibolic. 

* Bulgaria. Zhao Videnov, 35, a for- 
mer Communist youth organization of- 
ficial, becarne prime nunister lost January 
ofttf his Bulgaria Socialist Party (cx - 
Coihmunist) triumidied over the cen- 
trist party of President Zbelyu Zhclev. 

* Slovakia. Vladimir Meciar, a former 
Communist por^ leader, was elected 

away from Czechoslovakia in 1992. He 
was re-elected in 1994.' 

* Lithuania. Algirdas M. Brazauskus. 
64, on engineer who served -as first 
secretary of the Central Committee of 
the Lithuanian Communist Forty, was 
elected Lithuania's presidect in 1 99.1. 

* Romania. Ion Ilies^ once a close ud- 


viser to the Communist dictator. 
Nicolae Ceausescu, was re-elected - 
president of Romania in 1992, after 
serving a short presidential tenn fol- 
lowing Ceausescu’s 1989 execution. 

• Former Yugoslavia. The president 
of Sertria, S k^odan Milosevic, is a for- 
mer senior Communist of^ciol; the ' ' 
president of Croatia,' Franjo T\idjman. 
was once in the Yugoslav Army. Both 
were elected to their present posts. 

.The exception to this pattern is the 
' Czech Repid>lic. Both Prudent \hclav 
Havel and Piime Minister Miclay Klaus 
were anti-Conununist dissidents. How- 
ever. Klaus's cabinet indudes a fanner 
Commudl^as minister of industry. ’ 

. Wl^ is the reason for the reemer-, 
gence of these former Communists? 
Suipruingly, ideology |s not the issue 
today. A's all about quality of 
life. That is where the fl^g- 
ling deniociacics have fail^ 
in the eyes of their electorates. 

. There has been a general' 
frustration and disenchant- 
ment with life after Com-: 
munism. The new. democimi- 
'coUy elected governments 
brought with them large- 
scale unemployment and a 
drastic drop in living stan- 
dards. This included the 
gradual disappearance of 
welfare-state social pro- 
grams— guaranteed em- 
ployment. free health care 
and fiee education —the so- 
called "social safety net" to . 
which people had grown 
accustomed during 45 yearsi 
of Communism. The new 
governments no longer 
could afford them. 

In Poland, for exompre. 
the rapid transition from a 
state-run economy to a market econ- 
omy brou^ with it massive filings of 
workers in government-owned steel 
mills and shipyards^ At the same time, 
the free market had no tinne to create 
new jobs. Kwasniewski estimated 
Polish unemployment at 3 million — 
nearly .10 percent of the population 
and 16 percent of the labor force. He 
pointed out, citing World Bank fig- 
ures, tbat5 million Poles now live be- 
low the povet^ line. This, despite the 
fact that.Poland’s Gross National 
Produa grew by 5 percent in 1994. 


for a restoration of Communist dicta 
torships, ironically, voters trust former 
Coomtunists os surerhanded ecotxxhic 
managers more than the liberal demo- 
crats who helped them to win freedom. 

This is true throughout Eastern 
Eur^: Oyula Horn of Hungary was 


elected after the previous right-of-cen- 
' ter government allowed the economy 
to dMerioiate gravely, deeply affecting 
living standards. Vidraov of Bulgaria 
was elected when inflodon was running 
at a 122 percent annual rate. 

The former Communists are perceived 
os more competent because they gen- 
erally are. For45 years, the Copmiunists 
aciu^y ran things, and so tliQ’ now have 
professional experience in many areas 
of indastiy and economics. Non-Com- 
munists, on the other bond, were ill- 
equipped to direct the ccebomy N^xn they 
acquired nodonal leadetship. (That's why 
most of the big stale-owned iixlustiies are 
still run by the same managers who were 
bosses during the Communist period.) 

"The truth is that none of us was pre- 
pared for the new situarion— and we're

There are other reasons for the ex- 
dommunists’ leemergence: Voters arc 
bitter over government corruption and 
scandals; a new class of millionaires and 
poweriulcriminalmafiashasaneiged— 
in stork contrast with the expanding un- * 
derelass; there have been endless squab- 
bles and rivalries within the centrist and 
rightist parties, which have been unable 
to act together to counter the highly or- 

nceed^e ftist coal itio ns, v 

Kwasniewski predicted that the bulk 
of his voters would come from among 
the "losers" in the great political edn- 
frentatipns of the l^t decade; the un- 
employed, fitmilies dqxived of the “safe- 
ty net", and the 9 million retirees — a 
quarter of the poptdation-— who cannot 



moke ends meet on fixed pension in- 
comes in the face of annual inflation 
still hovering around 30 percent. 

Finally, he noted another factor, an 
emotion^ one, that explained the ex- 
Qxnmunists’ appeal; "dignity." A "great 
endr,” had been commit^ in summing 


iq> the entire Comtpunist period as ' *a black 
hole, a crime, and collaboration with a 
foreign occupier," he tnointained. 
took away the sense of dignity fiom'mil- 
' lions ofpeople. It was like saying. ‘Well, 
you are 60 or 70 years old, but now you 
must erase your entire life because it was 
pure nonsense.’ People cannot accept it." 

None of the governments run post- 
Comrounists ore dictatorial in the Soviet 
sense. But, in many cases, the tendency 
toward authoritarian behavior, notably 
in relation to the press, is noticeable — 
particularly in Romania and Slovakia. 

Yet, clearly these ore not the Commu- 
nisb; of old. They never even refer to 
themselves as “Ccramunists" — only their 
oppone nt s do. Kwasniewski embta^ the 
frec-maikct system and, like all the Polish 
candidates, wonts Poloixl to become port 
of NATO. But, while the more sophisti- 
cated among his foes tend to believe (hot 
he actually stand for democracy and 

the 'market economy, they worry about 
his old-line Commiinist Pai^ backets Olid 
the new ultra-leftists, and that hchnay be 
pushed away from the policies he pro- 
claims today. Curiously, many foreign 
businessmen in Poland, including some 
Americans, do not fear a Kwasniewski 
victory. They are much more interested 
in how effective the posi-Communtsts 
are at improving the Iciness climate. 

Still, for the U.S.— which engages 
its prestige and economic and military 
resources to help democracies thrive 
biduikI the wofat—ihe Eastcni European 
situation poses a political danger. How, 
for example, will other fragile democ- 
racies, lux those in the Third World, 
respond to these Eastern European one- 
time Communists being summoned 
back to power? Will the U.S. be forced 
to rethink its own vision of democracy? 

Already, political labels ore losing 
their meaning. In a 
generation, some ob- 
servers say, tags such . 
ns “foriner Commu- 
nist" probably will be 
irrelevant.
